cho sen since Geo rge Washingto n 
back in 1789 . 
A co nstitu tio nal amendment 
wo u ld be necessary , since the 
p resent metho d was written into 
that do cu ment by the co nv en­ 
tio n which framed it. Under its 
p ro v isio n, o n No v ember 8 p resi­ 
dential electo rs will be selected 
by direct v o te in each state — 
each state electing a nu mber 
eq u al to its seats in co ngress — 
fo r a natio nal aggregate o f 531.
